Rules Favorite, 
but Races Disappointingly and Is Last at the 
Finish — Old Rosebud an Easy Winner. 



1/niisville. Ky.. May 17. — The Clark Handicap, 
one of I lie oldest fixtures run annually al Churchill 
Downs, featured today’s racing and was responsible 
for bringing to the course an attendance second in 
point of numbers only to that of Derby day. The 
heavy track militated considerably against the race 
and was likewise res|M>nsilde for numerous with- 
drawals from it. only four starters making the con- 
test for the $2. (ISO that went to the winner. Frog- 
legs. because of his sterling performance in a 
previous start, and his well-known liking for soft 
going, ruled a strong favorite, but lie disappointed 
sadly when lie finished last, many lengths behind 
the others. U. J. Mackenzie's Buckhorn, in receipt 
of three pounds from Froglcgs and carrying 1112, 
made the pace throughout, and though staggering 
at the end, held on in game fashion, to get home a 
length in advance of the underrated Flora Finn. 
The latter’s effort was a tine one. for she main 
tallied a forward position from the start and was 
steadily wearing the winner down during the stretch 
drive. Froglcgs was prominent for three-quarters 
only, then began to falter badly and fell an easy 
victim to Au.v Port’s challenge for third money. 
Some of the horsemen were inclined to believe that 
l lie hard race Froglcgs had in his previous start 
left him unfitted for today’s performance. Buck- 
horn. oil the other hand, seemed to have been bene- 
fited by it. 

The Mackenzie establishment scored a double dur- 
ing the afternoon when Helen Hnrliec accounted for 
the secondary feature, a handicap at six furlongs. 
She was tractable at the post today, broke well 
and assumed command at once, but. like Buckhorn. 
hail to stand a hard drive near the end to take tile 
purse. Samuel I!. Meyer,, running to his best foiyn, 
came fast through the stretch and would have "'on 
at a longer distance. 

a. II. t'. Applegate's crack juvenile. Old RoScbit.l. 

Starting in the second race against four others of 
his own age. proved himself far the best, and looms 
up prominently among the top Hoteliers here as a 
result of the impressiveness of bis win. He simply 
played witli ids opisisilion In the early stages and 
spreadeagled them in i he stretch when freed from 
restraint. 

There was much crowding in the fifth race. The 
winner. Prince Kermis, played a prominent part in 
the mix-ups and for a while his backers thought 
that he might be disqualified. The stewards, after 
questioning Ills rider. Tealiati. let the result stand 
as the horses finished. Prince Kermis' chief offense 
came during the stretch run when in* began boring 
badly and impeded Strenuous, forcing the rider of 
the latter to take him buck. Previously Prince 
Kermis had interfered with Cream. Some were in- 
clined to blame him also for the interference on the 
first turn that resulted in Muddle's fall, but this 
crowding was probably unavoidable. Jockey C. 
Peak, who rode Madelie. escaped injury. 

Adair A Baker were forced to stand another run- 
up from Capt. W. F. Cisco this afternoon when Busy- 
won tile dosing dash. He was entered for $400 
and. bid up to $1,100, was retained with, an addi- 
tional bid of $r>. Busy ran like a stake horse in 
the going and led all the way. 

J. N. Camden returned today from New York and 
witnessed the sport. He brought hack with him a 
beautiful diamond scarf pin. which lie presented to 
trainer J. u. Keene in recognition of Imperntor's 
victory in the Breeders' Futurity at Lexington. 

Jockey W. Hopkins secured Ids release today from 
K. U. Bradley’s establishment and will go to Canada 
to ride as a free ianee. lie will go with rlie 
Moore Johnson stable on Tuesday next and will be 
temporarily attached to that owner’s stable. John- 
son will lake six of Ids own horses and several 
owned by William Gerst for an extensive campaign 
on tho Canadian courses. 

J. S. Ward lias hopes of getting Solar Star to 
the post for the Latouia Derby. 

Azyiade came out of tier last start badly cut 
•• > tho 'dud leg- as a result of getting jumped on 
by Casey Jones. Adams Express also pulled up lame 
I- day after a five-furlong trial in company with 
Hobnob after the last race. 

The total amount "I tic* wagering today exceeded 
any previous Clark Handicap day and almost 
reached last year’s Derby day figure. General Man- 
ager Winn said it was easily tin* best Clark Handi- 
cap day in the history of Churchill Downs. 

Konm-tli Karrick. (lie promising irpprcnt ice rider 
who has liecn showing go<al form in the saddle 
hero, is the only son of traiuer W. II. Karrick. who 
lias the strings of H. K. Knapp. F. It. Hitchcock 
and Thomas llltrlH'oek in charge at tho local 
tracks. Jokey Karrick is now seventeen years old 
and tliis is his second season in the saddle. lit- 
is still entitled to the apprentice allowance and 
can ride as light as ninety eight imumls. His 
finish of Thursday last on Yankee Notions wAs as 
good a bit of riding as has la*eu seen at the 
Downs in a race this season. 

P. J. Miles lias added another horse to his stable 
by tin* purchase from trainer ls*e Christy of the 
three- year-old maiden bay gelding. King Box. 

Theodore AUidie lias purchased from It. Dots a 
two-year old idaek coll by Dick Welles — Mary 
Graves. This youngster is a half brother to 
Klaitips and lias never raced. Ahadie will get him 
ready for the Latouia meeting. 



DOUGLAS PARK S BRILLIANT PROSPECTS. 



Governor McCreary to Grace Opening with His Pres- 
ence — Kentucky Handicap's Fine Field. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 17. —The Kentucky Handicap. 
$10,000 added, lie* star feature of tin* opening of 
the twelve-slays’ meeting al Douglas Park, on Mon- 
day. May 2d. will lie the richest race decided in 
Kentucky since the Civil War. With the exception 
of such events as the Grey Eagle -Wagner match 
race and the other contests similar in character in 
the long ago. it is doubtful If ever in tin* Common- 
wealth sueli a sum of money has been available for 
the owner of a winning horse on a running truck. 
Even the famous Kentucky Futurity trotting race 
at Lexington lias never been as valuable as the 
Kentucky Handicap will be. The winning of this 
event alone will place the victor high in the list of 
money earning horses of tho present time. 

Manager John Hachuieistcr of Douglas Park hopes 
to perpetuate the Kentucky Handicap. He intends 
that it sliall be a feature at each spring meeting 
just as the Brooklyn Handicap was at Gravesend, 
the Suburban Handicap at Shecpshead Bay. the 
Wheeler Handicap al Washington Park. Chicago; 
tin* Burns Hand leap, al Oakland. Cal., and the Club 
Members’ Handicap, tit St. Louis. The races mimed 
were all conditioned like the Kentucky Handicap at 
Douglas park, one mile and a quarter, for three- 
year-olds and over. 

The Kentucky Handicap closed with sixty nomina- 
tions. Secretary E. W. Mugiuu will announce the 



Tlt<* usual elaborate preparations arc being made for next Saturday's opening of the Canadian racing 
season at Woodbine Park. Toronto, under the auspices of tin* Ontario Jockey Club. Society invariably 
claims opening day at Woodbine for its very own and next Saturday will la* no exception. Clubhouse anil 
lawns will be filled to overflowing with the elite of Canada and the occasion will be one of great brilliancy, 
it the past may be lakm as a criterion. From a racing standpoint, the feature of the day’s program will 
I c tin* fifty fourth running of the King's Plate, which enjoys tin* distinction of being tin* oldest of Ameri- 
can racing fixtures that are still being run. This race was instituted in INP.u and lias liecn run continuously 
ever since. The lienor of winning the King's Guineas is a distinction that is eagerly sought by tho Cana- 
dian owners who furnish the contestants for the race. The stake lias been fostered and enriched year by 
year to sueli an extent by tin* Ontario Jockey Club that it lias finally come to be the most valuable of all 
Canadian fixtures, which, of course, is in keeping with its traditions. Its estimated value for this season’s 
running is $6,000.

\\ Mow Wise. Hearts of Oak was tin* champion of Canadian-bred two-year-olds of last season and lias been 
'raining well for his three-year-old engagements. He lias ruled a strong favorite for the Platt* all along, 
iilt.ioiigh of lute the work of Mausolus and others in preparation for the race has attracted attention anti 



weights for the big race five days before the event 
is decided. The only penalty is that of live pounds 
extra to a winner of $1,500 or more after the pub- 
lication of tilt* weights. 

The present favorite for this race is John W. 
Schorr’s four-year-old Froglcgs, winner of the Ham- 
ilton Derby ami nine other good races last season. 
This season lit* lias already won at a mile and 
twenty yards in 1 :.'!!), creating a new- American 
record for that distance. Next in favoritism is the 
recent Kentucky Derby winner. Donerail, a three- 
yoar-old owned by T. I’. H.-iyt-s. Like Froglcgs. lie 
has also made a time record tliis season, as he won 
the Kentucky Derby in 2:04%. which is the Churchill 
Downs record for one mile and a quarter, the Ken- 
tucky Handicap distance. 

Another great performer that is certain to start 
is it. J. Mackenzie's four-year-old Buckhorn, which 
last season won nine races, among them the Ferry 
Handicap at Windsor: the Inaugural Handicap, at 
Douglas Park: the Falls City Handicap, at Churchill 
Downs; the Juarez Handicap, at Juarez, and tin* 
St. Clair Handicap at Windsor. It was Buckhorn 
that recently forced Froglcgs to ruu in record time 
to win at the Downs. 

Another crack looked upon ns a sure starter is 
A. L. Aste’s great three-year-old Ten Point, which 
finished second to Donerail in the Kentucky Derby 
after having scored six straight victories, three of 
them this season in eastern stakes. 

One of the most improved four-year-olds of iliis 
season eligible to the race is 11. H. Emmons’ 
Kudoifo. winner of the l.atonia Cup last season. 
Tliis colt won once at Lexington, and then ran a 
dead heat wit li Yankee Notions, lie was third to 
Froglcgs and Buckhorn in the recent record-breaking 
race at the Downs. Ilis performance upon Hint 
occasion was most meritorious, since he conceded 
each of those great thoroughbreds five pounds. 

Wlin I is conceded to he the season’s best three- 
year old filly. J. T. Weaver's Gowell is also en- 
gaged in the Kentucky Handicap. Sin* won the 
Ashland Oaks at Lexington and gloriously acquitted 
herself in the Kentucky Derby by finishing third 
under a weak ride at the hands of jockey J. McCab**. 

Another popular candidate for honors In tliis even* 
is Charles W. McKenna’s Foundation, which went 
lo the post in the Kentucky Derby almost as 
strongly backed ns was the favorite. Ten Point. 
This was due to liis brilliant victory in the Blue 
Grass Stakes at Lexington ill which Donerail finished 
far belli lid him. 

Trainer W. S. Ti-evcy is trying to prepare 0. F. 
Busotiemeyer’s great gelding. Hawthorn, for tliis 
race. Trainer Frank Taylor may also send H. C. 
Hollenbeck's Frederick L. to the barrier in tliis 
race, together with the speedy Adams Express, 
which always attracts a strong following. 

Yankee Notions is another good three-year-old 
that must he reekoued as dangerous in this rich 
stake. Then there is that old standby. High Private, 
owned by J. R. Wainwrigbt, and J. M. Goode’s 
Flora Finn, which raced so well at Lexington. 

There are several other ellgibles for the Kentucky 
Handicap that have raced this season in winning 
form. These include Floral Park. Tile Widow- 
Moon. Hamilton. Cream and Miss Thorpe. 

It is evident that tin* Kentucky Handicap field 
will compare favorably with any similar aggrega 
lion of starters ever sent to the post in a race in 
tliis part of tin* country. 

Manager Ilaelinieister lias Douglas Park in prime 
condition. Many improvements have been made and 
the course is more beautiful than ever. Society will 
Is* there at the opening and throughout the meeting. 
Mr. Ilnelimeistcr is expecting record breaking patron 
ago. Tile railroads have announced reduced rates 
from aR Kentucky points. 

Governor McCreary and his staff will be in attend 
anee on the opening day. Kentucky’s chief execu- 
tive is a great admirer of the thoroughbred. lit* *s 
never happier than when at tin* course watching tin* 
races, tin May in. when he sat in the judges’ stan 1 
with Judge C. F. Price and Messrs. Charles F. 
Grainger and M. .1. Winn. In* recalled many instances 
of race-track scenes and incidents dating back to tin- 
day when Aristides won the first Kentucky Derby 
in 187. r >. lie also told about the Ten Broeck-Mollio 
McCarthy race and observed that while the races 
in the old days were interesting, they did not 



arouse tin* intense enthusiasm nor attract the Ire 
iiiciiduiis crowds which now feature the Kentucky 
Derby and tin* Kentucky Endurance Stakes run at 
Churchill Downs, lit* will form tin* same con- 
clusion when In* sees the Kentucky Handicap de- 
cided at Douglas Park. 

AMERICAN MARES PRODUCE STAYERS. 

W. J. Treacy Wins $4,500 on Donerail as Result 
of Painstaking Research. 

Lexington, Ky.. May 17. — William J. Treacy, 
pedigree expert and cataloguer for the Kentucky 
Sales Company, when asked what had impelled hint 
to wager $65 against $4, 500 a fortnight or more 
before tin* running of tin* thirty-ninth Kentucky 
Derby lhat Thomas P. Hayes’ Donerail, son of im- 
ported McGee and Algie M.. by Hanover, would win 
Mini, greatly coveted race at Churchill Downs last 
Saturday, said that bis decision was due to bis con- 
viction that tin* best stayers in this country arc 
from marcs that do not trace to imported female 
ancestry, in other words, l'rotn strictly American 
mares. 

He saiil that lip made a research that had pro- 
duced this conviction and ex pi a i tied that this re- 
search bad consisted mainly in applying the Bruce 
Low Figure System and running out the winners 
of the thirty-eight races for the Kentucky Derby 
prior to the year 1913. 

In doing this Mr. Treacy found that fifteen of the 
thirty-eight wiuners bad conic from strictly Ameri- 
can inarcs, that is mares that arc not traceable to 
the English Stud Book or the stud liooks of other 
countries and have no family number under flic 
Bruce Lowe System. 

Upon making this discovery and remembering also 
that David Garrick and King’s Fourier, good Ameri- 
can winners in England, were without family. Mr. 
Treacy took up Jlie ellgibles to the Kentucky Derby 
in quest of one of strictly American lineage on the 
dam's side. Donerail was the only one. and forth- 
with In* sent in bis wager upon Donerail.

Parr Entry Finishes First and Second in the. Pimlico 
Nursery and Enniskillen Wins the Crickmore 
Memorial Steeplechase. 



Baltimore, Md., May 17. — Racing at Pimlico this 
afternoon was tinder disagreeable renditions. Tho 
weather was cold and raw and a drizziiug rain fell 
steadily. The track was heavy, as heavy tracks at 
Pimlico go, and horses that fancied soft going were 
in their element. Scratches were numerous in some 
of the races, lint the two feature contests suffered 
less than tin* others on that score. Besides the 
Crickmore Memorial Steeplechase, there was offered 
as an additional attraction the Pimlico Nursery, a 
dash of four and a half furlongs for two year-olds. 
Eleven jumpers went to tlu* post in the steeple- 
chase race and seven of them finished, the winner 
turning up- in Enniskillen, which boat Kelluf by a 
length. The Belmont entry were supposed to hold 
the others safe in tin* Pimlico Nursery, but they 
proved a big disappointment. The Parr entry. Ex- 
ecutor and Mater, finished first and second. Iieatiug 
the others off. Executor showed that he was a 
good mud nuttier by dashing to t lie front and draw- 
ing away into a commanding lead, lie had an eight 
lengths’ advantage in entering the homestretch and 
In* beat liis stable companion three lengths after be- 
ing eased up at the finish. 

Corn Bloom, which finished *e< nnd in the second 
race, paid holders of .$2 place tickets $301.60. 

Tin* disappointment of tin* day was furnished by 
Bwana Tuinlio, which was lieatcu by Virile in the 
six-furlongs handicap, for which he was a prohibi- 
tive choice. Bwana Tiimbo was outrun from the 
Start and. under a hard drive, managed to get up 
in time to finish second.

SUGGESTS A NATIONAL FUTURITY. 

Lexington. Ky., May 17.— A well-to-do turfman 
win* is not a Kentuckian, hilt who maintains a thor- 
oughbred breeding stud in Kentucky and who has a 
string of horses in training and is always mindful 
of the tilings that will make for the betterment of 
the turf and create a greater interest in the sport 
of racing, suggested while here this week a National 
Futurity, which would have an estimated value of 
$25. imhi and would produce $5,666 for charity. 

"I would like to sec the two-year-old thorough- 
bred championship decided over the Lexingtou track 
during the second week in Novotnlier of each year.” 
said lie. “1 would like to see one gala day here 
every year after the regular racing season is over 
and to that end I have arranged the following condi- 
tions for a National Futurity to la* run in the 
autumn of 1916 and over which the Kentucky Stale 
Racing Commission will. I hope, take supervision in 
conjunction with the Kentucky Association: 

•'Tho National Futurity, by subscription of $2 
each for mares covered in 1913; a further subscrip- 
tion of $.". each for the produce of sueli mares July 
1. Blit; $l<) on November 1. Bill: $25 on July I. 
1915; $56 on November 1. 1915, and $266 to start: 
entries to close September 15. 1913 and the race 
to la* run on a day in the second week of November, 
1916. tu be fixed by the Kentucky stat** Racing 
Commission; the distance to la* three-quarters of a 
mile: the Kentucky Association to add $2,506. which 
amount to la* guaranteed by ten men liable for 
$256 each; the stakes to la* divided 70 'per cent, 
to winner. 26 per cent, to second, 10 per cent, to 
third. Hie fourth horse to save starting lee and 
tho nominator of tin* winner to receive $560: the 
weights to be colts, 122 pounds, fillies and geldings. 
119 imitnds: winners of two races of $2.imhi, or i»no 
of $3.1 M m, four pounds extra: of two races of $5,ooo, 
or one of $4,<MK), eight pounds extra; maidens al- 
lowed five pounds.” 

"II is my idea that tlu* Kentucky Association 
should receive 25 per cent, of the gain receipts to 
cover the added money of $2,560." said tin* pro- 
poser of the race, "and that the other 75 per cent, 
should he divided among the hospitals of Lexington. 
If the 25 per cent, would not cover (In* added 
money. I lion the ten guarantors would pay tin* 
deficit. I hope that the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission and tin* officials of tin* Kentucky Asso- 
ciation will take kindly to my plan and promote it.” 

ENDURANCE STAKES TO BE RICH RACE. 

Louisville, I\y., May 17. The Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, with tlu* entire membership 
present, consisting of Messrs. Milton Young. J. X
